THE GOVERNMENT has told Councils to plan for receiving another 
massive flood of immigrants. London will bear the brunt of the influx with 
one million more. The new immigration figures take no account of what will 
happen if Britain is forced by the EC to abandon its border controls. 

_ The migrants will need an extra 500,000 homes around and in London. 
The Government claimed in 1991 that zero net immigration was expected. 
Environment Secretary John Gummer has called on Local Authorities to 
take into account the new figures in their plans. The Government has said 
nothing about stopping the flow, despite constant ministerial statements 


about having immigration ‘under control'. 


EUROPE 


The Government says that most of the 
immigrants will come from Europe. Since 
Europe is now packed with immigrants 
from elsewhere - who cannot wait to get 
into ‘soft touch' Britain - this country 
knows what to expect. 

The new flood is expected over the next 
15 years. Since Governments in Britain 
always play down immigration figures, 
and have, in fact, lied over and over again, 
all the indications are that public opinion 
is being prepared for even greater num- 
bers.

The decision by President 
Clinton to allow Gerry Adams 
entry into the United States 
on a fund raising expedition 
should cause no Surprise to 
the people of this country.

No this is not 
a misprint, the staff must get £95m. for 
good performance!

The bankers snacked on pizzaas the 
afternoon wore on. The losses of 
Barings appeared unlimited. The Sul- 
tan of Brunei was contacted as a pos- 
sible rescuer. Barings had gone bust 
once before, at the end of the 18th. 
century, and been bailed out by the 
Bank of England. 

This time, to the sheer amazement 
of Baring's top management, the Bank 
of England would not pay up. Seeing 
this other big banks would not chip in 
either. Oh dear!

STREET battles between Asians and 
whites flared recently in London's 
Camden area when three Asians 
charged in connection with the 
murder of Richard Everitt were 
freed on bail. The Everitt family are 
dismayed at the decision, by an Old 
Bailey Judge, to grant bail to- 
Showkat Akbar Miah, 19, Jorif 
Uddin, 20, and Nasir Boshir, 18. 

One defendant among the six 
charged following the murder, Abdul 
Hai, 19, was refused bail when all the 
six Asians appeared before 
Clerkenwell Magistrates. 

Hai, together with Alaur Rahman, 
18, and Badrul Miah, 20, are charged 
with murder. The others are charged 
with violent disorder. Hai and Miah 
are additionally charged with con- 
spiracy to pervert the course of justice. 

Richard Everitt was murdered last 
August by a gang of Asians, at King's 
X, because he was white. His family 
now feel disillusioned with their treat- 
ment following the murder. They have 
complained that large gangs of Asians 
are permitted to attend Court appear- 
ances by the accused, and that they 
have been jostled and laughed at in an 
attempt to intimidate them. There 1s 
deep resentment among the white com- 
munity in Somers Town, where Rich- 
ard lived, at the craven behaviour of 
the authorities.

London Crack 


Seizures Up 
Sixfold 


Seizures of crack cocaine by the 
Metropolitan Police have increased 
sixfold during the last year. 
Nationally the quantity of the lethal 
drug located by police has more than 
doubled during the same period. 

The figures come from the National 
Criminal Intelligence Service, which 
further warned of the spread of the 
drug into rural areas. 

Crack 1s so addictive that a single 
dose is sufficient to bind addicts to its 
use. American cities are being blighted 
by this far more potent derivative of 
cocaine. 

One Oxford crack addict in 
University town Oxford carried out 15 
muggings in a single day until he was 
arrested recently. Others carried out a 
series of armed robberies around the 
CHV 37 | 

Much of the trade is carried out by 
Jamaican 'Yardie' gangs. Detective 
Sergeant Brennan, Britain's leading 
expert on the gangs, said recently that 
there was a 'traditional reluctance’ by 
police and politicians to attack the 
Yardies for fear of being accused of 
‘racism’,

A HEADMASTER has condemned 
as 'neo-Nazi' a vicious attack on 
choirboys by a twenty strong Asian 
gang carrying knives and hammers. 

| The attack took place when ten 
boys and girls from Hulme Grammar 
School in Oldham took a break from 
school choir practice to visit a 
sweetshop. Local police said that 
there had been several similar at- 
tacks on whites in the area recently. 
_ One pupil, Charles Sykes, 14, was 
taken to hospital with severe head 
injuries, anda knife wound to his leg. 
His mother said that he had been 
traumatised by the experience. The 
school's headmaster, Geoffrey 
Dunkin, said that his pupils could 
easily have been murdered. 

The attack was completely 
unprovoked, and for once police 
were prepared to admit a racial mo- 
tivation - unlike so many other cases 
in which there appears to be one 
definition of 'racist’ for whites and 
another for blacks. For once the 


calls went unreturned. Asians felt 
excluded by the term ‘black’. 

An Asian former Councillor, 
Ahmad Shazad, from Brent East 
Black Socialist Society says "People 
from our community prefer to be 
called Asian".

Jeremy Newmark was shouted down 
by cries of ‘Allah akbar’ and 'What 
Holocaust’ when he tried to address 
the meeting at University College. 

The demonstrators said that Mr.

"Which Holocaust is he talking 
about. You have the gall to come here 
and talk about racism. You don't have 
a monopoly on suffering!

‘Race war’ 
threats after 
student murder 


STUDENTS at East London's 
Newham College have threatened

The Editor, Malcolm Richards, said 
in a statement that "no self respecting 
editor who cherished the night of free 
speech could accept a blacklist of 
individuals drawn up by one political 
party, and deny them the freedom of 
speech to which we are all entitled to 
in Britain. The idea of withdrawing 
advertising is an affront to demo- 
cratic principles, and a step towards 
the kind of totalitarian regime that has 
just been overthrown in the Commu- 
nist Empires. We must never allow 
one political party to decide who shall 
be allowed to criticise their policies". 

Mr. Richards said that what Labour 
really objected to about the BNP let- 
ters was anyone challenging the lev- 
els of immigration currently permit- 
ted- Labour called it a hidden agenda’.

I 
went to Beulah Road school at 
Thornton Heath in Surrey, and then to 
Selhurst Grammar School in Croydon. 
I jomed the Officer Training Corps 
and was a first-class shot. 

When the war broke out in 1939 I 
volunteered, but was turned down on 
medical grounds. I wanted to do my bit 
for my country and continued to vol- 
unteer - seventeen times in all. I finally 
got a job as an Admiralty driver, and 
carried personnel to ships and other 


- establishments until 1945. 


My father and mother were working 
in France when I was born, but re- 
turned to England when I was two 
months old. They registered my birth 
at the British Consulate in Paris, there- 
fore there was no record at Somerset 
House. 

Iam now 73, and would like to travel 
abroad before I kick the bucket, but I 
now understand that the only way to 
get a passport is to become naturalised 
as a British citizen. Not only will this 
cost me £170, but it is against my 
principles. I feel that my biggest mis- 
take was to be born white. perhaps if I 
painted myself black I would get what 
I feel to be rightly mine.
